ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  1953 


To  the  Members  of  the  Biggleswade  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health, 
vital  statistics  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Biggleswade  Urban 
District  for  the  year  1953. 

Inspection  of  the  vital  statistics  shows  that  there  would  appear 
to  be  a very  considerable  increase  in  the  death  rate  for  1953,  the 
adjusted  rate  being  13.7  as  compared  with  9.4  for  1952  and  with 
11.4  for  England  and  Wales.  Before  1953  the  deaths  occurring  in 
hospitals  were  assigned  to  the  district  in  which  the  persons  normally 
resided.  Since  1st  January,  1953,  however,  deaths  in  hospitals  and 
certain  institutions  have  been  assigned  to  the  district  in  which  the 
deaths  occurred.  This  meant  that  the  whole  of  the  40  deaths 
occurring  in  the  hospital  in  Potton  Road,  Biggleswade  during  the 
year  were  attributable  to  the  Urban  District.  Only  a very  few  of 
these  deaths  were  of  Biggleswade  residents.  If  the  death  rate  were 
calculated  only  on  the  deaths  of  persons  normally  resident  in 
Biggleswade,  it  would  be  very  similar  to  that  of  1952  and  consider- 
ably below  that  for  England  and  Wales. 

Diseases  of  the  Heart  and  Vascular  System  and  Cancer  were  the 
main  causes  of  death,  the  numbers  being  61  and  15  respectively 
out  of  a total  of  115  deaths. 

The  birth  rate  of  12.0  shows  a considerable  drop  from  the  rate  of 
18.8  last  year,  but  is  to  some  measure  compensated  by  the  fact  that 
the  infant  mortality  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  the  Urban  District, 
viz.,  11.5  as  compared  with  a rate  of  26.8  for  England  and  Wales 
and  24.5  for  the  County  as  a whole.  There  were  no  deaths  from 
diseases  and  accidents  of  pregnancy  and  child-birth. 

The  number  of  cases  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  (excluding 
Tuberculosis)  was  151,  just  half  the  number  notified  in  1952; 
Measles  again  being  the  most  prevalent  disease  with  121  notifications. 
No  cases  of  Diphtheria  or  Poliomyelitis  were  notified  and  there  were 
no  deaths  from  infectious  disease. 

I wish  to  thank  the  officials  of  the  Council  and  the  staff  for  their 
continued  co-operation.

Laboratory  Facilities 

The  services  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  General  Hospital, 
Kimbolton  Road,  Bedford,  is  available  for  the  examination  of  any 
material  submitted  by  the  Health  Department  or  by  General  Prac- 
titioners. This  service  is  under  the  direction  of  the  Medical  Research 
Council  through  the  Ministry  of  Health,  and  there  is  no  charge 
to  the  Council.  The  Laboratory  undertakes  the  examination  of 
throat  swabs,  sputum,  urine  and  faeces,  and  blood  from  all  cases 
of  suspected  infectious  disease,  and  advice  and  assistance  is  always 
available. 

Ambulance  Facilities 

The  Bedfordshire  County  Council  provides  a complete  service 
covering  the  whole  of  the  County.  The  service  is  a twenty-four  hour 
one  and  is  free  of  charge,  and  is  available  for  the  removal  of  all 
cases  requiring  admission  to  hospital  and  also  for  the  transport  of 
patients  who  are  unable  to  use  other  means  of  transport  to  and  from 
Hospitals  or  Clinics,  so  that  they  can  receive  any  necessary  treat- 
ment. The  request  for  the  provision  of  an  ambulance  must  be  made 
by  a General  Practitioner  or  by  an  Authorised  Person. 

The  service  is  also  available  for  the  transport  of  persons  suffering 
from  infectious  disease  to  isolation  hospital.

House  Scavenging 

A 10  cubic  yard  Karrier  refuse  collecting  vehicle  is  used  for  this 
work,  with  occasional  assistance  by  ordinary  motor  transport.  The 
refuse  is  satisfactorily  disposed  of  by  means  of  controlled  tipping. 

Owing  to  the  reduced  demand  the  collection  of  waste  paper 
salvage  was  discontinued  at  the  beginning  of  this  year.  The  salvage 
of  scrap  iron  and  rags  was  undertaken,  however,  during  the  latter 
part  of  the  year  and  is  being  continued. 
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Sewerage 

The  following  lengths  of  new  sewers  were  laid  during  the  year 
for  the  purpose  of  serving  housing  estates  : London  Road  Estate — 
100  yards  9in.f  285  yards  6in.  soil  sewers  and  33  yards  of  9in.  and 
172  yards  6in.  surface  water  sewers.  176  yards  of  4in.  G.I.  rising 
main  were  also  laid.  A new  pumping  station  fitted  with  two  3in. 
Barrington  75  g.p.m.  pumps  was  constructed  and  put  into  operation 
for  this  estate.  10  new  connections  were  made  to  existing  sewers. 


Water  Supply 

The  following  lengths  of  new  water  mains  were  laid  during  the 
year  for  the  purpose  of  serving  housing  estates  : London  Road 
Estate — 116  yards  of  4in.  and  149  yards  of  3in.  G.I.  water  mains, 
and  26  new  connections  to  the  Council’s  mains  were  made  during 
the  year. 

The  total  consumption  of  water  for  the  year,  inclusive  of  trade 
supplies,  was  125,633,000  gallons.  This  is  an  increase  of  approxi- 
mately 8,000,000  gallons  on  the  figures  for  the  previous  year.  The 
overall  daily  average  consumption  of  water  was  approximately 
45  gallons  per  head  of  the  population. 

Seven  hundred  and  sixty-one  inspections  for  water  wastages  were 
made.  23  notices  were  served  requiring  repairs  to  prevent  waste, 
and  656  taps  were  re-washered  free  of  charge. 


Housing 

During  the  year  the  construction  of  a further  80  traditional  houses 
was  commenced,  and  a total  of  35  houses  were  completed  and 
occupied.  The  construction  of  26  Non-traditibnal  type  houses 
(Unity)  was  also  commenced  during  the  year.
